The instant application directs to a non-obvious feature improvement over the cited prior 
art, particularly to Inukai (US 6,961,579), Nakamura (US 6,085,096), Edstam (US 6,718,175) 
and Shishino (US 6,108,563). The non-obvious feature comprises before the control station 
sending the command, the mobile device receives a message from the control station that 
instructs a user to change the internal setting, the control station waits for a time interval, 
determines whether the user has changed the internal setting, and then sends the command if the 
user has not changed the internal setting.
